Kuhn. it is said, attacked Pleck- 


ham about 8 o'clock Thursday night 
in the former's tavern, claiming the 
man molested Kuhn's wife. Pleck- 
ham was found lying unconscious 
on the floor of the tavern by Carl 
Krull, Nichols 
constable, 
who 


brought him to the county 
jail. 


Pleckham was removed to St. Eliz- 
abeth hospital the following morn- 
ing. He died without regaining con- 
sciousness. 


Sheriff John Lappen was told 


that Kuhn shook Pleckham several 
times after knocking him 
down. 


Constable Krull stated that Kuhn 
shook Plecfcham after the constable 
had arrived and also struck the un- 
conscious man after he was placed 
in a car to he brought to Appleton. 


An inquest has been called by the 


district attorney, and members of 
the coroner's jury viewed the vic- 
tim's body Sunday. Members of the 
jury are Nick Green. Charles Heu- 
semann. Royal Totnack, Aaron Zer- 
•bel. Joseph Brexler and John GlI- 
lespie. 


Pleckham was born in Appleton 
Sept 30, 1898.

Now Saratoga's Complaining1 


Of Too Much Law Enforcement

Saratoga Springe—There is a dangerous undercurrent to civic indigna- 


tion in Saratoga as the racing reason approaches its last week and the 
gambling rooms of the region remain dark due to the sinister influence 
of the district attorney, a Republican by the name of Alfred Simon. This 
is the second successive summer that Mr. Simon has placed Saratoga 
under a scourage of strict law enforcement, and he 
still has one year to go, nni««g he can be removed 
from office for bis flagrantly un-American conduct or 
enjoined by some combination of bad government 
leagues and societies. 
The local public is aroused, because gambling is one 


of the principle industries of Saratoga, and never be- 
fore has the law been enforced for one summer in 
succession, much less than two. In fact, it is doubtful 
that it ever was fully enforced for as long as one 
night in succession prior to the regrettable election of 
Mr. Simon, because in those days it was customary to 
blockade only one or two institutions at a time and 
rotate the law enforcement among them all. 


Mr. Simon, however, has taken the law into his own 
Pejler 


hands, as you might say, and has been riding roughshod over the very 
well-springs of Saratoga's sacred heritage, lor which the founding fathers 
shed their blood on the battlefields beyond the city a long time ago. He 
has raided some fine old institutions in the outskirts, and a detective has 
been suspended from the local force because somehow some gambling 
tools, including three wheels and a 
bird-cage, became lost or mislaid in 
transit from the premises where 
they were seized to the local police 
station. 


In view of the fact that such tools 


usually became lost or mislaid in 
such circumstances, not only here 
but everywhere else in the United 
States, this procedure has come to 
have the .force of legal custom. 
Therefore, it is the view of the lo- 
cal patriots that the sinister Mr. Si- 
mon has suddenly changed the 
rules of the game, which would be 
contrary to the American tradition 
of fair play. 


Moreover, the citizens are par- 


ticularly sensitive, because this is 
the 75th, or diamond, jubilee of the 
racing and gambling industries in 
Saratoga and they feel that ne has 
gone out of his way to show con- 
tempt for some fine old 100 per cent 
American traditions, not the least 
of them "being the sacred tradition 
that laws were made to be broken. 
Crime Must Go' Has 
Always Been the Slogan 


If Mr. Simon had revealed his 


true character during his campaign 
he would have been crushed by a 
great uprising of the patriotic spur- 
it However, candidates for the of- 
fice of district attorney always had 
used the slogan "Crime must go!" 
As far back as anyone can remem- 
ber, and nobody had any idea of 
knowing that Mr. Simon, when 
elected, would introduce alien ideas 
under cover of a Jbarmless motto. 


Last year, after two weeks of Mr. 
Simon's tyranny, the taxicab driv- 
ers held a protest parade demand- 
ing that he be restrained from in- 
terfering with an industry which 
provided them and many 
other 


townsmen with milk for their inno- 
cent babies. Stickers were printed 
and pasted around town reading 
"We want* action in August, not re- 
lief in December," and labels bear- 
ing some protest were attached to 
loaves of bread and other groceries.

Mr. Simon obviously is riding to 


a great fall, for any reform candi- 
date promising to do away with 
law enforcement will be sure to 
defeat him when he comes up for 
re-election, but in the meantime he 
has another season to go, and it is 
by no means certain that public 
fury can be held within bounds 
through another such spell as this 
one. He is a terrible embarrassment 
to the Republican party, too, and 
oldtime regular Republicans, steep- 
ed in Americanism, privately dis- 
own him and insist that he prob- 
ably is a secret New Dealer with a 
mission to discredit the G. O. P. s 
Mr. Simon, on his part, just says 


he is enforcing the law according 
to his oath and his campaign prom- 
ises and refuses to admit that his 
own interpretation of the law, his 
oath and his promises is contrary 
to the spirit of true Americanism. 
This only makes the honest citi- 
cents of Saratoga wilder, because it 
is a plain, implication that their 
own brand of Americanism, which 
reverses the ancient Saratoga cus- 
tom of law violation, is not the au- 
thentic type.

ner instead of sitting on its chest and 
actually choking it to death. 
, Of one thing we could be pretty sure. 


The central European nations •would have 
remained republics. And republics 
though they have their faults, are not in 
the habit of driving their people to war. 


The injustice of 20 years ago made 


Hitler and armed the Reich. Broken prom- 
ises by both France and Britain inflamed 
the Germans to the point of destroying 
tcelr democratic constitution. 


It is fairly accurate to say there will 


be no war unless Hitler wills it but if you 
-want precision one might say there -would 
be so -war today had the democracies kept 
their promises and restrained themselves 
from so stripping and humiliating a great 
race of people that it had, according to the 
usual rules of human conduct, little al- 
ternative but to follow the path to the 
battlefield.

By New Alliance 


Currents

Washington—Irrespective of 
the 


outcome of the European crisis, the 
foreign policy of the government of 
the United States as well as the 
currents of domestic controversy 


have been fun- 
damentally 
af- 


fected 
by 
the 


new alliance be- 
tween com- 
munism 
a n d 


fascism. 


Perhaps 
the 


most 
outstand- 


ing consequence 
is the effect on 
American poli- 
cy in the Pa- 
cific. Whatever 


Lawrence 
fears there may 


have been that events were drawing 
the United States into a position of 
natural enmity and possibly ulti- 
mate war with Japan would appear 
to be groundless henceforth. 


Japan's determination to cut loose 


from European power politics and 
make friends where she can, places 
her back where she was before 
some of her militarists became en- 
amored of German intrigue. 
The 


same reasons which for decades 
past caused the Anglo-Japanese of- 
fensive and defensive alliance to be 
maintained 
are now 
operative 


again. This alliance was terminated 
in 1921 only because the 
United 


States together with Japan 
and 


Great Britain and six other powers 
agreed on a treaty of mutual con- 
sultation on affairs that might arise 
in the Pacific. 


Today it is possible for the United 


States to hold forth the hand of 
sincere friendship to Japan and to 
ask in all earnestness that Japan 
return to the famous 9-power pact 
as a basis for a new set-up in the Far 
East Clearly there is opportunity 
now to recognize Japan's sphere of 
influence in China and vicinity, 
but this does not mean that China's 
territorial integrity or Japan's eco- 
nomic opportunities therein need 
be in the slightest degree impaired. 


What Japan needs is an economic 


partnership in the world. British 
and American capital can furnish 
the sinews of such a partnership 
while Japan can furnish the admin- 
istrative aid that is needed to in- 
dustrialize and develop Chinese re- 
sources. The United States. Great 
Brtiain, The Netherlands, France 
and. at times. Germany have here- 
tofore acted in a sort of economic 
alliance in regard to China's 
re- 


sources, and the interests of all 
concerned, including those of Chi- 
na, have prospered thereby. 


Japan today is under the severest 


economic -strain of her history in 
attempting to digest her far-flung 
operations in China. The time has 
come to adjust Japanese economy to 
new circumstances, 
and 
one of 


these might well be a termination 
of the war in China and the negoti- 
ation of a peace treaty in which 
economic factors will be taken fully 
into consideration so that the eco- 
nomic outlets sought by the original 


Japanese adventure in China may 
in part be realized through a policy 
of peaceful understanding. 


If peace comes in the Far East, if 


Japan and Great Britain and the 
United States draw closer together, 
the expense for naval 
armament 


both in Washington and Tokio can 
be reduced and the taxpayers of 
both countries greatly relieved. But 
this reduction in cost cannot be re- 
alized until America and Japan re- 
vise their naval limitation treaty of 
1921. 
which expired in 1931. 
This 


might be the subject of a new con- 
ference on affairs of the Pacific. 


The fact that Japan and the Unit- 


ed States no longer need look ask- 
ance at one another might permit 
the withdrawal of a substantial part 
of the American fleet for 
patrol 


uses in the Atlantic ocean, thus ad- 
ding to the balance of naval power 
of the democratic nations in wa- 
ters between America and Europe. 
This circumstance 
alone 
-would 


have had a material effect on Eu- 
ropean events these last three years, 
but that was the very reason why 
Berlin tried to stimulate Tokio to 
keep a British and American fleet 
occupied in far eastern 
waters 


through a series of provocative in- 
cidents. 


But now all this is changed and 


Russia becomes a menace to Japan, 
knowing that no Germans will cross 
Russian frontiers in Europe. Ber- 
lin's policy heretofore had been 
aimed at worrying Russia in Eu- 
rope in the event of Russian-Japa- 
nese trouble in the Siberian area. 
The logical move for the Japanese 
now is to ally themselves with the 
British group of states. 


With respect to domestic currents 


the Russian-German alliance can 
have many interesting effects. Por 
one thing, communists within the 
United States wUl no longer find 
any sympathy on the left wing or 
liberal side nor have they had any 
friends anyway on the conservative 
side. Nazi attacks on Jews for al- 
leged communistic sympathy will 
sound hollow; in fact, the whole 
bottom drops out of the anti-Jew- 
ish campaign so far as the theme of 
nazi propaganda in countries out- 
side of Germany is concerned. Un- 
questionably much of the anti-se- 
mitic feeling stirred up by 
nazi 


agents in America has been gen- 
erated by the argument^ that Jews 
are communists and want to drag 
America into war to help fight the 
battles of communism. 


Today this assumption, -which has 


been again and again 
disproved, 


has been clearly refuted by the Rus- 
sian-German 
alliance. As for the 


minority of elements in 
Catholic 


circles who have been carrying on 
anti-semitic propaganda somewhat 
identical with that of the 
nari 


agents in America, it may well turn 
out that the alliance of fascism and 
communism will give the many 
thoughtful leaders of Catholic af- 
fairs in the United States the very 
argument they have needed to per- 
suade their brethren that the time 
for ending attacks of a racial and 
religious character has come and 
that all factions, irrespective of race 
or creed, can now unite in helping 
to keep America out of European 
politics and European wars. 


Hitler's fateful act of expediency 


in surrendering his basic principle 
—anti-communism—for a tempora- 
ry advantage in a relatively minor 
question inside Europe which could 
have been settled without such sur- 
render has reacted in favor 
of 


American interests' in the Far East 
and national unity within the Unit- 
ed States.

Value Is A Habit 


The idea ol "value" is a result of 


past habits. A child who has never 
worked for his money cannot be 
expected to appreciate a dime as 
can the youngster who has labored 
throughout childhood. 


We measure distance roughly ac- 


cording to our stride. Thus, .a child 
thinks a mile is much longer than 
does an adult. Similarly, we mea- 
sure worth or value in terms of the 
work involved in procuring the ob- 
ject or coin. 


To a child who has been properly 


educated regarding money, a coin is 
a symbol of minted human energy. 
He may regard 50 cents as a whole 
day's work, including mowing lawn, 
carrying out ashes or running er- 
rands of various types. 


But 
youngsters 
who receive 


money lor no work, as by the al- 
lowance plan, have not acquired 
this sense of value. "Gift" money 
may actually handicap the child's 
development of self-reliance, lor 
such gifts serve as crutches, en- 
couraging him to lean on his bene- 
factors or parents, instead of upon 
himself 


Rachel Buys Friends 


Rachel didn't have a normal adult 


conception of value because she had 
never earned money. Her husband 
was correct, therefore, in saying she 
was childish 


the other extreme. What is needed 
is the teaching and example that 
inspire children and Youth to make 
a choice between one side and an- 
other, and to stick by that decision 
once it has been made for what 
they believe to be truth and right- 
eousness. 


Such decisions do not have to be 


made so often that they are ordin- 
ary. Lions do not face us daily. 
But in children's daily lives deci- 
sions between what they know to be 
right for them, and what somebody 
else wants, or even what they want, 
to the contrary, must be made. 
"Mother said never to go riding af- i 


ter school, but the others are going. 
Why can't I? Helen says it's all 
right They all want me to go. I'll 
be called a Sissy and a Mother's 
Baby if I don't Tm going." And too 
bad. 


We want to strengthen children 


against the pressure that drives 
them into trouble. We want them to 
know they must stand alone in the 
day of retribution, the friends who 
drove them are not there to answer. 
We want them to develop a spirit- 
ual courage that enables them to 
decide what they want to do, and to 
do it in spite of the world. Daniel 
you remember, stood up to the 
King, and the lions that were to de- 
vour him lay down at his feet.
